People of Curacao Rejoice. 
Naturally the people of Curacao, 
who have long been clamoring for 
activity on the part of the Dutch gov 
ernment. are greatly rejoiced 
over 
this evidence that Holland has at 
last begun active measures against 
Venezuela, but the governor of Cura 
cao in explaining the incident had 
this to say: 
"The capture by our warships of 
COa«t guards and war vessels is not 
to he considered an unfriendly act 
against Venezuelans. 
It is merely a 
reprisal against Castro’s government, 
which refuses to give satisfaction for 
his unfriendly acts toward Holland 
The seizure of these vessels will make 
it impossible for the Venezuelan gov­ 
ernment to carry troops or ammuni­ 
tion to and from th--* various ports. 
**A communication to this effect has

tered for a block around by the torri 
flc explosion of a bomb in an alley In 
Wabash avenue near Sixteenth street 
The wrecked nuildings adjoined the 
Coliseum, W h ere the Flr^t ward ball, 
the annual revel ngainst the holding of 
which this year much opposition has 
been made, is scheduled to be held 
tonight, and the police are w’orklng 
on the theory that the unknown bomb 
thrower designed to wreck tbe Coli 
renm In order to stop the ball. 
The report of the explosion was 
heard for a mile. 
Tbe congregations 
of Grace Episcopal church and of the 
Open church and guests of several 
nearby hotels rushed to the streets in 
a panic. 
A two-story frame building 
at 1513 Waba«h avenue, which ad 
! loins the south wall of the Coliseum 
annex, 
immediately 
collapsed

Properties of the Coliseum stored in 
the two buildings added fuel to the 
flames. 
Crowds of excited people, be­ 
lieving that the ereat stone structure 
of the Coliseum had been blown up. 
rushed to the scene.

searching among the burning debris 
in the belief that people were in the 
I uildings when the explosion occurred 
It was reported that two men had 
i entered one of the buildings a short 
time before. 


Unable to Find A n y Dead.

FIRE AT TIE 
TREATING PLANT 


Creosote Caught and Wood Work 


in Interior of Retort House 


Was Destroyed 


ADDRESSED LARGE AUDIENCES JOHN WILLIS 
DIED SUNDAY 


DAMAGE 
WAS 
ABOUT 
$300 


Looked for a While as if Entire 


Plant Would be Badly Dam­ 


aged by Blaze 
The retort house of the Northern Pa* 
cific’s tie preserving plant, 
located 
about a mile west of the Northern Pa­ 
cific hospital, was the scene of a fire 
Sunday afternoon which bid fair to in­ 
flict much damage, but which actually 
caused a loss of nut $20 or $.100. 
In 
some unknown manner the creosote 
used in treat ng the ties caught fire, 
and for some time an explosion was 
feared 
The building, which is con­ 
structed entirely of structural and cor­ 
rugated steel, was closed up and the 
fire smothered out, the main damage 
being the burning of the stairs and 
wooden run ways over the big retorts. 
The engine and dynamo which propel 
the narrow guage transfer trains is lo 
cated in an addition to the retort house, 
but luckily escaped damage 
There are 
several hundred thousand ties piled in 
the yards seasoning and awaiting tre a t-, 
ment and for a while it was thought 
that they were in serious danger, but 
they did not catch. 
The plant was to have been shut 
down in a day or so and the crew trans­ 
ferred to the company’s ether plant at 
Paradise, Mont., so that the fire will 
make little or no disarrangement of the 
work as any damage can easily be re­ 
paired before the plant will be needed 
again. 
The loss was fully covered by 
ins. ranee in the company’s own insur­ 
ance department.

LIVED IN BRAINERD MANY YEARS 


Deceased Came to Brainerd a 


Lad of Nineteen and Entered 


Company's Emp'oy Here 
John Willis, chief timber inspector 
for the Northern Pacific railway com­ 
pany died at his home in St. Paul 
shortly after 7 o’clock Sunday morn­ 
ing, 
December 13, 1908. 
While the 
death of Mr. Willis was not unexpected 
it cast a gloom over railway circles in 
Brainerd and elsewhere and was heard 
of with profound regret by his large 
circle of acquaintances in Brainerd. 
Few if any of the many thousand er. - 
ployes of the Northern Pacific railway 
company, have a record for long and 
faithful service equal to that of Mr. 
Willis. 
Coming to Brainerd almost in 
the very inception of the town, a lad of 
nineteen years, he secured employment 
with the company and continued with it 
until the time of his death, a period of 
about 38 or 39 years. 
During all these 
years he laid off, it is said, just 12 
days. 
This was not because the com­ 
pany was not willing that he should 
have a vacation, as the officials had 
time and again urged him to take one 
and assured him that his salary would 
be continued as if he was at work. But 
he believed if a man helda job 
he 
should be always on duty and steadfast­ 
ly refused to take a rest. 
On February 
10th, last, he suffered a breakdown 
from the results of overwork and never 
recovered so as to resume his active 
duties, though still nominally in charge 
and on the pay roll up to the time of 
his deatn. 
Mr. Willis was a man who was ex­ 
ceptionally popular with all with whom 
he came in contact and probably had as 
wide an acquaintance among the em­ 
ployes of the road as any man in its 
service. 
Shortly after Mr. Willis arrived in 
Brainerd h* was married t > Miss Flora 
Kennedy, who survives him- 
To them 
nine children were born of whom six 
were sons and three daughters and all 
of the sons are still living. 
The fami­ 
ly made Brainerd their home for many 
! years, Mr. Willis having built a hand­ 
some residence on North Ninth street 
now occupied by J. P. Anderson. 
Five 
years ago last September they re­ 
moved to St. Paul where they have 
[since resided. 
Mr. Willik was born in 
Meriden, N. H , and was about 58 
years of age at the time of his death.

W illemstad. Island of Curacao, Dec. 
14.—The 
Dutch 
cruiser 
Gelderland 
cam e Into this port towing the Vene­ 
zuelan coast guardship Alix with the 
Dutch flag flying and a Dutch crew 
on board. 
The Gelderland captured 
the Allx off Puerto Cabello on Satur­ 
day. 
At that tim e the Allx was lying

scum in order to stop the hall. 
The report of the explosion was 
heard for a mile. 
The congregations 
of Grace Episcopal church and of the 
Open church and guests of several 
nearby hotels rushed to the streets in 
a panic. 
A two-story frame building 
at 1513 W abash avenue, which ad 
joins the south wall of the Coliseum 
annex, 
Immediately 
collapsed 
and 
took fire.

Unable to Find Any Dead. 
A fter searching for several hours 
the police were unable to find evi­ 
dence of anyone having been killed. 
It was believed all had escaped. 
That the bomb was intended for the 
Coliseum and that it was an effort of 
some would-be reform er to make im­ 
possible the holding of th e.b all, the 
police 
express 
little 
doubt.

thought that the bomb-thrower was 
prowling In the alleyway searching 
for a favorable spot at which to drop 
the weapon when through some mis­ 
calculation he had to leave It where 
it exploded. 
An examination of the 
premises, the police say, show that 
from the top of one of the wrecked 
buildings the bomb might have been 
thrown through a skylight of the Coli­ 
seum. 
Another theory is that the bomb 
was thrown as another chapter in the 
“Gamblers’ 
w ar” 
which 
has 
been 
marked by the firing of a series of 
bombs, or dynam ite sticks, In the vi 
cinity of alleged 
gambling resorts. 
The twenty-seventh explosion in that 
series occurred a few weeks ago. 
The F irst ward ball has long been 
a source of contention between re­ 
formers and the prom oters of the an­ 
nual festival.

FIRE AT TIE 
TREAtlttft PLANT 


Creosote Coopt and Wood Work 
in Interior of Retort House 
Was Destroyed 


DAMAGE 
WAS

$300

Looked for a While as if Entire 
Plant Would be Badly Dam­ 
aged by Blaze 
The retort house of the Northern Pa­ 
cific’s tie preserving plant, 
locater! 
about a mile west of the Northern Pa­ 
cific hospital, was the scene of a fire 
Sunday afternoon which bid fair to in­ 
flict much damage, but which actually 
caused a loss of out $20- or $300. 
In 
some unknown manner the creosote 
used in treat ng the ties caught fire, 
and for some time an explosion was 
feared 
The building, which is con­ 
structed entirely of structural and cor­ 
rugated steel, was closed up and the 
fire smothered out, the main damage 
being the burning of the stairs and 
wooden run ways over the big retorts. 
The engine and dynamo which propel 
the narrow guage transfer trains is lo 
cated in an addition to the retort house, 
but luckily escaped damage- There are 
several hundred thousand ties piled in 
the yards seasoning and awaiting treat­ 
ment and for a while it was thought 
th at they were in serious danger, but 
they did not catch. 
The plant was to have been shut 
down in a day or so and the crew trans­ 
ferred to the company's ether plant at 
Paradise, Mont., so that the fire will 
make little or no disarrangement of the 
work as any damage can easily be re­ 
paired before the plant will be needed 
again. The loss was fully covered by 
inst ranee in the company’s own insur­ 
ance department.

ing, December 13, 1908. 
While the 
death of Mr. Willis was not unexpected j 
it cast a gloom over railway circles in i 
Brainerd and elsewhere and was heard 
of with profound regret by his large J 
circle of acquaintances in Brainerd. 
I 
Few if any of the many thousand err - 
ployes of the Northern Pacific railway 
company, have a record for long and ‘ 
faithful service equal to that of Mr. I 
Willis. 
Coming to Brainerd almost in 
the very inception of the town, a lad of 
nineteen years, he secured employment 
with the company and continued with it 
until the time of his death, a period of 
about 38 or 39 years. During all these 
years he laid off, it is said, just 12 
days. This was not because the com­ 
pany was not willing that he should 
have a vacation, as the officials had 
time and again urged him to take one 
and assured him that his salary would 
be continued as if he was at work. But 
he believed if a man helda job 
he 
should be always on duty and steadfast­ 
ly refused to take a rest. On February 
10th, last, he suffered a breakdown 
from the results of overwork and never 
recovered so as to resume his active 
duties, though still nominally in charge 
and on the pay roll up to the time of | 
his deatn. 
Mr. Willis was a man who was ex­ 
ceptionally popular with all with whom 
he came in contact and probably had as 
wide an acquaintance among the em­ 
ployes of the road as any man in its 
service. 
Shortly after Mr. Willis arrived in 
Brainerd he was married t > Miss Flora 
Kennedy, who survives hi pi* To them 
nine children were born of whom six 
were sons and three daughters and all 
of the sons are still living. 
The fami­ 
ly made Brainerd thei** home for many 
years, Mr. Willis having built a hand­ 
some residence on North Ninth street 
now occupied by J. P. Anderson. 
Five 
years ago last September they re­ 
moved to St. Paul where they have 
since resided. 
Mr. Willik was born in 
Meriden, N. H., and was about 58 
years of age at the time of his death. 
His brother, Thos. Willis, his sister, 
Mrs. S. W. Quinn and a son of Mr. 
Willis who is learning the machinists 
trade in the shops here, were summoned 
to St. Paul Friday night and were at 
his bedside when death came. 
They, together with the widow and 
children, will bring the remains to this 
city tomorrow and the funeral will be 
from St. Francis Catholic church Wed­ 
nesday morning at 9 o’clock with in­ 
term ent in Evergreen cemetery.
